ECHO FROM ROOP. 


Crops—Fish Matters-—Pyramid Items. 

Editur Gazette: Notwithstanding the 
warm weather and the general wail of 
hard times, the people of this section 
are in excellent spirits. The hay and 
grain crops about Pyramid lake, Win- 
nemucca valley and adjacent locations 
were never so good as at present. Our 
mines are developing in a satisfactory 
manner, and the stock interest is as- 
suming a life and system which guar- 
antees that this industry will prove 

en more remunerative in the near 
future than at any time in the past. 
Therefore, our people have just 
grounds for feeling greatly encouraged, 
and peer into the future with a cheer- 
ing sense of their present progress and 
their ensured future success. 

Most of our ranchers are haying 
now, and a few have commenced cut- 
ting their grain. The early potato 
crop will soon be ready for market. 
The yield will be larger than usual 
and, since Nevada potatoes command 
a good price in both the Nevada and 
California markets, our farmers will 
make handsome profits on this trop. 

There is a little stir among the fish- 
ermen on Pyramid lake just at pres- 
ent. This proceeds from more or less 
opposing parties among the fishermen. 
Of course their claims are self-founded, 
and each company holds that it has 
the best right to fish at the best fish- 
eries, and wants its opponents to dis- 
continue fishing. Charles Beadle and 
Ed, Reed are now contending over a 
minnow pond. Whether this conten- 
tion will breed a sensational difficulty 
remains to be seen. Both have their 
backers and, therefore, feel almost 
eager for the affray. 

Since the Indian outbreak north of 
this place has assumed serious propor- 
tions, the Piute bucks in this locality 
have become quite independent and 
even saucy. However, we apprehend 
no trouble from this source. 

The Fourth stole quietly by with 
scarcely an indication of this great 
natal day. A few guns were fired and 
a number of those who often moisten 
the throat with cocktails, etc. , imbibed 
quite freely. Perhaps the spirit of 
patriotism, so long latent, was aroused 
by the spirit of corn and strychnine, 
yet its manifestations were indeed pe- 
culiar, of not occasionally disgusting. 
Politics seems a matter of the past, 
yet a month or two later and the quiet 
voter of Pyramid will receive that re- 
spectful consideration to which his 
great prerogative as an American citi- 
zen entitles him. 

Pyramid city, the future county- 
seat of Roop, is now behaving as a 
thing of life. Mr. John Hymers, 
brother of your townsman, T. K. Hy- 
mers, runs a very good hotel and sets 
a good table. Foree Gregory is erect- 
ing a residence just above the Walker 
store. Deut. Gray has a resort for the 
thirsty and those who use the ‘weed. 
He will soon supplement . these 
with a stock of general merchandise. 
Evan Williams keeps a feed stable. 
The Munroe brothers, of Sierra valley, 
will soon erect a hotel at the upper 
camp. .When they complete their 
hotel, they propose opening it by a 
grand ball. The few bums and dead- 
beats that lurked around the camp are 
now plying their worthlessness in 
other places, hence one does not find 
an idle man in the camp. Pyramid 
has been in doubt whether to live or 


die, but as your readers have already 


been informed, this cloud of doubt 
has been dissipated, and the bright- 
ening light of increasing prosperity 
gradually diffuses itself over the future 
Comstock of Western Nevada.
